State Assembly 
Attacks Pollution 


An Assembly Select Commit- 
tee on Environmental Quality 
was appointed this Wednesday 
by Assembly Speaker Bob Mon- 
agan. 


The committee’s prime fun- 
ction will be to formalize an 
environmental bill of rights to 
safeguard the quality of the 
state’s total environment. 


The select committee will be 
composed of committee chair- 
men whose committees have 
major environmental responsi- 
bilities. Assemblyman George 
Milias, Chairman of the Assem- 
bly Natural Resources Com- 
mittee, will be chairman of this 
new committee. 


“This committee will develop 
a specific plan of action for the 
Assembly, defining environ- 
mental quality goals and meth- 
ods to achieve them,” Monagan 
said. 

“T am charging this commit- 
tee with thé responsibility to 
make its report to the entire 
house no later than February 
27, 1970. 

“The creation of this com- 
mittee is another example of 
Assembly initiative to develop 


a unique legislative mechanism 
to deal with major pressing 
policy issues. Other select com- 
mittees have been established 
in the fields of campus distur- 
bances, criminal justice and 
legislative organization.” 

Monagan said it is his inten- 
tion to call upon major research 
and development firms, con- 
servationists and industry to 
join in this effort to deal with 
the critical growth problems of 
California. 

“Public concern for environ- 
mental problems is sweeping 
the state, transcending political 
lines, economic status, and even 
the generation gap,’’ Monagan 
said. “Present efforts to solve 
these problems are piecemeal 
anl fragmented, yet we know 
that each action in the environ- 
ment sets off a chain of events 
with broad environmental im- 
plications.” 


“The state must define its 
interest in future patterns of 
development, not only as a 
guide for its own actions, but 
for those of federal and local 
government and the private 
sector,” the Speaker concluded.

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AS WE SEE IT 


Last Monday, two assistant pro- 
fessors were suspended at Cal-State 
Long Beach for teaching a class which 
involved nude male and female models 
and movies depicting Lesbianism and 
other sexual activities. The teachers, 
Marion Steele and Don Robertson, used 
these aids in their class, Contemporary 
Social Myths in America, to try to dis- 
pel the inaccurate social images that 
obsenity and pornography have wrong- 
ly impressed upon the average Ameri- 
can. 

While Steele and Robertson’s 
methods of teaching may have been un- 
usual, surprising, and (Horrors!) per- 
haps even radical, there is no evidence 
so far in existence that shows that their 
intentions were anything but profess- 
ional. The models used were selected 
because they were the best examples of 
which the subject of the class was bas- 
ed upon that the teachers could find! 
No model, drawing or diagram can 
serve as well as the real thing. The 
poses that they depicted were depicted 
in order to illustrate the class theme, 
not for the sake of obscenity alone. The 
poses themselves were taken from nine 
life-size statues which were part of a 
master’s thesis project by CSLB art stu- 
dent William Spater. 

Only One Questionable 

Of the three movies shown, only 
one could be considered obscene; All 
three movies were shown simultaneous- 
ly, a professional and highly effective 
technique used in commercial movies 
which portrays several sometimes very 

* different subjects on the screen in order 
to arouse subtlely one strong emotion in 
the viewer, examples being the use of 
this split-screen technique in The

As to the charges of contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor and lewd 
and lascivious conduct which may be 
brought against the two teachers, we 
say that a minor can walk into only an 
M-rated movie these days and see al- 
most as much as was shown on that 
stage, and surely R - or - X - rated mov- 
ies show as much or more. We would 
suspect that most students attending 
college these days are over eighteen- 
years-old, so why don’t we start closing 
down some of these movies who’s sole 
purpose is to exploit sex on the screen 
for profit? Is educational instruction 
worse than that? 

Robertson made an _ important 
point in his defense; “Obscenity is al- 
most always associated with sex” he 
said. “Sex is not obscene. Obscene 
things include pollution, violent T.V.

We agree 
with editor D.B.S. that nudity, 
eroticism and all the other 
horrors of Victorian prudity 
may be viewed at will on the 
screen and on stage by almost 
anyone who has such a bent. 

The academic value of nudie 
shows in the classroom, how- 
ever remain open to serious 
question. Who needs a defini- 
tion of obscenity anyway? Giv- 
en the premise that all is avail- 
able on the open market, why 
not let the student search it out 
there rather than have the tax- 
payers pick up he tab? 

One wonders what the aver- 
age score might have been 
among the students that Steele 
and Robertson allowed to grade 
themselves last Spring. Here 
lies a problem that more and 
more pervades the educational 
system. When instructors can 
no longer run the classroom 
without the dictates of the stu- 
dent, the academy deserves to 
die. And when college admin- 
istrators cannot administrate 
according to their own guide- 
lines — and those of their sup- 
ervisors — they should bury 
themselves in their caps and 
gowns and be banished from 
the academic scene, leaving the 
asylum in the hands of the in- 
mates. 

Let free enterprise serve the 
cravings for art or obscenity, 
and let the buyer interpret the 


printed it in toto here, for the 
reader’s benefit, although we 
thought it was a matter laid to 
rest. 


On the Monday before the 
preceding Tuesday, we received 
a phone call from Mr. Grod- 
sky, who was apparently highly 
incensed after having read the 
El!

pressed intent of influencing 
your men to resist the draft by 
whatever means are available 
to them’’. This statement is ut- 
terly false, without basis in 
fact, and libelous. Its fair in- 
terpretation is that my intent 
in aiding young men to resist 
the draft includes the adoption 
and use of “whatever means’, 
including illegal means, so to 
resist.

Man who takes pride in be- 
ing the intelligent lifeform on 
this planet can hardly take 
pride in remaining ignorant or 
neglected of the needs of its 
own survival will eventually 
destroy himself. History warns 
that when man tries to run 
roughshod over nature in ar- 
rogance or ignorance he de- 
stroys the environment that 
sustains him. The earth can only 
remain livable for man only by 
the preservation of indispens- 
able resources like air, water, 
and soil.

The problem of indus- 
trial organic wastes is even 
worse. This kind of pollution 
causes all forms of animal life 
to die due to a kind of suffo- 
eation called eutrophication. 

Soil waste or misuse can not 
afford to be neglected any- 
more. In the United States, 
about one-third of the topsoil 
has been blown or washed 
away. A total of 280 million 
acres of U.S. crop and range 
land have been destroyed, most 
of it in less than 150 years, 
through fires or misuse of ag- 
ricultural process.

The actualities of sex and 
sexuality have been twisted in- 
to fantasies and half-truths by 
our society. Sex has been ex- 
ploited in advertisment and 
movies. Sex oriented jokes rate 
number one at office and cock- 
tail parties. In many American 
homes the topic of sex is avoid- 
ed. If the children ask their in- 
nocent questions. of a sexual 
nature, the parents may panic. 
These parents have neither the 
knowledge nor the vocabulary 
to answer. One of two unfor- 
tunate situations will occur. 
The most common is simply to 
brush aside the question; the 
other is to give a long evasive 
explanation which is superfic- 
ial and boring to the children. 
To discover the ‘‘truths” of sex 
children consult their peers, 
who after relate distorted in- 
formation. The combination of 
parental avoidance and dis- 
comfort along with the chil- 
dren’s furtive discussions give 
sex an unhealthy, negative con- 
notation. 

The elimination of the above 
is the purpose of sex education 
in public schools. Dr. Calder- 


one, the executive director of 
the Sex Information and Edu- 
cation Council of the United 
States (SIECUS), says the aim 
of sex education is to promote 
“healthy, responsible relation- 
ships between male and female 
in all aspects of human _ be- 
havior.”” Sex education invalues 
more than a study of anatomy 
and reproduction; it also con- 
tains non-physical aspects of 
human growth and sexuality. 
The physical portion will re- 
main biological and not become 
a “how to do it’? course. The 
non-physical aspects include the 
subject of personality develop- 
ment, learning responsibility to 
others, amd discussing family 
and social relations. 

Opponents of sex education 
have gone so far as to claim 
that it is a “filthy communist 
plot” and will contribute to 
“sex without morals’, I most 
heartily disagree with them. I 
believe sex education in public 
schools has become a necessity. 
It will help alleviate sexual ig- 
norance and exploitation and 
reinforce moral training.

logy and diving at Santa Ana 
College for five years. He earn- 


ed his Bachelor and Master’s 
dezrees at Cal State Long 
Beach. His Master’s research 


was done through Stanford Uni- 
versity at Antarctica. Also in 
the Antarctic he was a biolo- 
gist for the government for 
three years (1957-1959) with 


the International Geophysical 
Year. 
The IGY jis an international 


cooperation of oceanographers. 
These men and women are plac- 
ed in parts of the world to re- 
cord data that will be even- 
tually published “to boost the 
world’s knowledge of various 
places’, Reseck stated. One of 
his accomplishments in Antarc- 
tica was the discovery and re- 
cording of two previously un- 
known fish. 

Most astounding, however, 
he is noted for being the first 
man to ever dive under the 
south ice cap. This remarkable 
feat, performed in 1058, lasted 
cnly 20 minutes — much to his 
regret — so not to cause him 
any injury from the icy cold 
water. 

His other accomplishments 
are just as daring. He is one of 
a handful of men who has been 
‘towered in a diving’ bell to a

Spring Registration 


Beginning Wednesday, Jan. 
28 at 1 p.m. registration for 
the Spring semester will take 
place. By this time, if all ap- 
plication forms have been sub- 
mitted to the Admissions of- 
fice, most students should have 
received their “permit to reg- 
ister” card. 

Priority of registration dates 
are determined by the perma- 
nent number of the student. 
According to Mr. George Her- 
ron, Dean of Admissions and 
tecords, students currently at- 
tending SAC will register on 
Wednesday, and Thursday, 
while new students will be re- 
quired to wait until Friday. 

The preparation for the reg- 
istration process is an extreme- 
ly involved and_ time-consum- 
ing one. First the applications 
submitted must be checked over 
for information regarding what 
district the student lives in. If 
there is a conflict the student 
must obtain a permit to attend 
SAC from the school district 
the student lives -in. Orange 
and Garden Grove are the only 
free districts where there are 
no restrictions on what school 
« student may attend. 

The applications are then 
turned in to the data process- 
ing office where all of the in- 
formation is punched onto var- 
ious cards that the student re- 
ceives at Registration. 


Those people involved with 
the registration process plan 


for 300 students per hour to 
pass through the registration 


route. Also the route must be 
considered for any changes 
that are necessary. Extra peo- 
ple, including adult and stydent 
clerks, are hired to insure that 
everything runs as smoothly as 
possible. SAC possesses one of 
the fastest registration proces- 
ses for any school of the same 
size. Mr. Herron credited this 
fact to the willingness of the 
faculty to work during regis- 
tration. 


Mid-term graduation will be 


one of the biggest classes to 
graduate in several years. 
Although most of us are just 
beginning to think about our 
schedules for next semester, it 
is evident that the staff in Ad- 
missions have been working on 
it for several months to allow 
students the least of problems 
during Spring registration.

Touring U.S: College Campuses

College in Costa Mesa. 

“Y’m jooking for the people 
who are going to stand up for 
America. I mean really stand 
up for America,” Russell be- 


gan his talk. ‘‘What I’m look- 
ing for, if it’s there, are the 
patriots. 

“I’m looking for the people 
who support our boys in Viet- 
nam, I mean really support 
them and I hear they’re 
on the college campuses.”’ 

At Orange Coast Bill talked 
on everything from American 
patriotism to basketball. 

“Have I ever been thinking 
about going back to basketball? 
No. Not yet. It’s like when you 
get out of school, and you’re 
so happy. That first year some- 
one will ask you — ‘Do you 
miss school?’ and you’ll say — 
‘No way.’ 

“The thing I miss the most 
is the checks,” he commented 
with his cackled laugh. 

While playing for the Celtics, 
Russell received just over 


$200,00 a year for his services 
as a player-coach. 


“Do you know I was probab- 
ly underpaid? No, I’ll tell you 
why I say that. Now seriously. 
You know, I think his name is 
John Roche, chairman of the 
board of General Motors. Now 
he makes something like $600,- 
000 a year. Do you think he 
contributed more to Genera! 
Motors than I did to the Bos- 
ton Celtics?” 

Although Russell may seem 
conceited, his conceit was wel! 
earned, because he is consider- 
ed by many (including himself) 
as the greatest played to ever 
step on a basketball court. 

“My all-time all star team is 
Bob Petit and Elgin Baylor at 
forwards; Jerry West and Os- 
car Robertson at guards. . 
and need I go any further?’ 
concluded Big Bill. 
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
